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The title of "The Mon Who Worked Himself Down lo 
Bottom to Reach the Top" rightly bolongs to George 
Hamid, who began his career as on acrobat and rose to b< 
the master showman of the American outdoor amusement 
wodd. 

The dreom of every acrobat, particularly the top man, is to 
work his way down ro the place of understonder. Not only 
did Homid accomplish this, but he went on to become owner 
of Atlantic City's famous Steel Pier, which entertains millions 
each year. He heads the world's largest booking office of out- 
door and high thrill octs for circuses, fairs, and omuiement 
parks. The Hamid-Morton Circus, which tours Ihe States each 
fall, is another of his enterprises. Hamid also is president of 
the annual New Jersey State Fair. The fabulous "Aquafair," 
located in North Miomi. Florida, is ano'her Hamid enterprise. 

In 1906 he joined his uncle, Amecn Ben Homid, head of 
the Abou Ben Homid Tumbling Arabs, then a feature of the 
famous Buffalo Bill show. With them he toured Europe. 

By the 'tme he was 19, when his uncle left the country. 
George A. Hamid had worked himself down to Ihe place of 
understandcr for the troupe. He also had learned the circus 
business ond served as equestrian director, o position which 
called for supervising all ring acts. 

Homid purchased his first amusement pork at While Cty. 
Worcester, Moss., which he developed into a beouty-and-fun 
spot ot o considerable investment. His first venture in Atlantic 
City, was in 1924, when he leased Rendezvous Pork, then 
considered one of the most beoutifu! amusement porks in the 
country. 

The spring of 1945 realized for George A. Hamid another 
fond dream which he and his son, George Hamid, Jr . had 
cherished— he bought the Steel Pier. This now servos as sho> 
window for all the outstanding acts which his New 
agency books. 

The George A. Hamid "AQUA FESTIVAL," his latest 
prise, easily the greatest show of its kind on earth, extends 
this spectoculor career to even greater hetghts. 

Truly "Mr. Showbusiness" in the fullest sense of the word 
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Olsen and Johnson's mad partnership of more thon three 
decodes began in a music publisher's office in Chicago. "We've 
often wondered." soys Ole OWen.'if a revolving door hodn • 
stuck at thai particular rime, where our individual paths would 
have led. It toot' only o few seconds to fix the door, ond iusr as 
I was about to leave, in bounded Chic JoK' ■ COnds 

earlier I would have been out of the place and would never 
have met Chic at all." 

Ole Olsen was singing in a quonpft* called ih" College 
Four," and Johnson wos induced to give up his job and join 
the quartette. One night the show wasn't going too well ond 
Ole and Chic got up ond sang a few duets. Their Initial success 
emboldened them to go out an their own. The clowning dates 
back to about 1916, when they co" 

a party and insteod of using rhe stage door, walked through 
the oudienco. An oct wdi onitage and they broke up the audi- 
ence with a constant *tfeom of ad-libs tossed ot the ha: 
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performer. 11 was so well received that they kept the routine in 
the neat nigh). After the first season of fun-making they hired 
their own people to work in the act calling it "Olsen and John- 
son's Surprise Party." In 1925 they started a new revue colled 
"Monkey Business." They did this for a year and a half, faking 
"ft all *h«j»coy.fo Australia. 

"Helliapoppin' " was their most famed, furious and frantic 
■- cf oil. In New York it had one of the longest runs in 
musical comedy history. "Sons of Fun" followed and then an- 
other big stage hit, "Laughing Room Only." 

In Hollywood they did several Rims for Universal, then re- 
turned to the Carnival Club on Broadway. In 1950 they come 
through with "Pardon My French," featuring Denise Dareel. 

Television appearances on the "All Star Revue" enhanced 
their following. They hove appeared at the Riverside in Reno, 
the Flamingo in Las Vegas, the Chez Paree in Chicago, the 
Curran Theatre tn San Francisco and the Seville in Montreol, 
to nome bu! a few of their mony outstanding appearances.

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Richard Hoymon, gifted harmonica soloist whose Mer- 
cury recordings sold »n the millions, will appear with the 
Aqua Festival. Mr. Hoymon is also o top-notch music ar- 
ranger for motion pictures ond television; musical director; 
orchestra leoder. 

Me first gained international fame when he took what 
was considered to be an innocuous melody ond mode of 
it one of the most stirring songs of the post years. The 
name of the tune Hayman-ized to the top of the Hit Par- 
ade was "Ruby." This first solo effort for Mercury Records 
resulted in quite a chain of events in the music industry. 

Firstly, it brought about the almost overnight ascendancy 
to the fop ranks of the nation's composers, conductors, 
orrongers and instrumentalists the then unknown Richard 
Hoymon. Secondly, Mercury Record Corporation appointed 
him Artist and Repertoire chief of its New York office, to 
direct recording activities of such artists as Potti Page, 
Ralph Morterie, The Four Coins, Guy Mitchell, Frankie 
Laine, Georgia Gibbs, Vic Domone, Sophie Tucker, Rusty 
Draper, and others. Thirdly, ond possibly most significant, 
Mr. Haymon's haunting virtuoso ploying of the harmonica 
on "Ruby," brought about a renaissance of that instru- 
ment's popularity and underlined the possibility of intro- 
ducing other "off beat" instruments, ignored in the post. 

Born in Cambridge and raised in Winthrop, Mass., 
Richard is self-taught on harmonico ond piano, ond in oil 
phases of musical composition, arranging and conducting. 

While still in high school he formed his. own harmonica 
group and experimented with musical arranging to make 
the group sound like a regular orchestra, later he joined 
the Borroh Minevitch Harmonica Roscals and furthered his 
musical ability by writing all the music for this group. He 
men turned his attention to writing for regular orchestras. 

Haymon's next stop was Hollywood. He ployed bit parts 



in several movies such as "Coney Island" and "Sweet 
Rosie O'Grody" (both with Betty Grable) ond featured his 
harmonico group in other pictures. His ability caught the 
oltention of MGM's musical director Georgie Sloll who 
utilized Haymon's talents in "Meet Me in St. Louts," "Girl 
Crozy," and "As Thousands Cheer." 

His next arranging chore was at 20th Century Fox for 
"State Fair." under musical directors Lionel and Emi! 
Newman. [Plus the above mentioned Betty Grable films.) 

Hoyman joined the Vaughn Monroe show os featured 
soloist ond arranger for the organization, ond toured with 
Voughn ond his orchestra for four years. He later become 
musical director and featured harmonico soloist on the 
Vaughn Monroe television show. 

He then teamed up with Bobby Wayne, o young singer 
on the Mercury label, and arranged and directed all of 
Bobby's recording activities. His "background" scorings 
were so outstanding that Mercury signed him to a record- 
ing contract ond "Ruby" was the result. 

His compositions such os "No Strings Attached," "Car- 
riage Trade," "Skipping Along" ond "TV-ana" are stand- 
ards in the repertoire of the Boston Pops Orchestra under 
its eminent conductor Mr. Arthur Fiedler; the U. S. Navy 
Concert Orchestra and Band, and the NBC Symphony of 
the Air. He hos appeared as guest conductor of the Boston 
Pops Concert in Boston ond the U. S. Navy Band. 

Besides guesting on practically all the top television 
shows. Richard has appeared in many of the top supper 
clubs and theotres throughout the country. The Radio City 
Music Hall. Waldorf-Astoria. Eden Roc and Fontainebleau 
hotels in Miami Beach. Flamingo ond El Roncho hotels in 
Los Vegas and the Steel Pier in Atlantic City ore just o 
few of his major credits.

Love— Phttodelphia to you— began her career as one 
af 'he youngest members of the Philadelphia Ballet 
Co. under the direction of the late Catherine Little- 
field.

One of the greatest comedy acts of vaudeville, 
Ben Dova and his swaying lamp post, will appear 
as o feature of the Aqua Festival. 

Wearing a battered silk hot ond a tail coat, the 
agile Ben comes onstage impersonating a drunk; 
there he encounters the drunk's traditional ally, o 
lamp post. When he tries to climb it to light his 
cigar the post develops sway-pole tendencies of the 
wildest character. 

I started as the top-mounter of o two-man con- 
tortionist act," Ben said recently. "But the under- 
stonder and I couldn't get along. Now I hove a lomp 
post Instead; it doesn't have to eot. 

"I tried doing a single on a high pedestal, all 
covered over with white like o Greek statue, but o 
contortionist act is hard to keep serious. On old and 
rickety stages the pedestal would never sit level and 
when it swayed the audience would snicker. I said 
•o myself, 'If you wont to sway, I'll let you do it 
good." So I began working on it. Then I got the 
drunk and lomp post idea and built the prop. It had 
powerful springs in it, so powerful (hot the first 
time I iried it the post swayed clear over to the floor 
with me clinging to the top of it. I was afraid to let 
go and it sprang back and over to the other side 
with me hanging on, scared to death. That was the 

ginning of the act. I've been adding screwy gags
